Report from Santiago — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Status 
of yellow fever at Daiquiri. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, July 28: 

Week ended July 25. Bills of health issued to 6 vessels bound for 
the United States and its dependencies. 

Two vessels were fumigated to kill mosquitoes, namely, the Cuban 
steamship Julia, bound for San Juan, P. R., and the British steamship 
Bylands, bound from Daiquiri to Baltimore. Daiquiri being infected 
with yellow fever, this vessel came in here for fumigation before going 
to Baltimore. On arriving here it was quarantined by the Cuban 
authorities and turned over to me for fumigation. 

No quarantinable disease was reported in the city during the week. 

This morning I sent you a cablegram informing you of 1 death and 
1 more case. These are: 

(1) J. I. B., taken sick July 23, died July 27; autopsy confirmed 
diagnosis. 

(2) F. E., taken sick July 23; diagnosis confirmed July 26.
